U.S. aid may be considerably 
greater than one dared hope a 
few weeks ago. A committee, 
with ex-President Hoover as 
chairman, has been formed to 
promote a programme which 
expects to reduce American 
food consumption by 25 per 
cent. 

Hoover, who will aiso direct a 
nation-wide drive against wast- 
age of food, estimates that 
throughout the world are 

500,000,000 people in need of.the 

help that only U.S.A. can give. 

But diplomatic observers in 
Washington are uncertain about 
the American public’s response to 
the “eat less food” publicity 
drive. 

Experts, contesting Hoover's 
claim that all will be well if this 
year’s wheat harvest is distributed 
quickly and fairly, point out that 
the world is drawing heavily on 
stocks now, and the position after 
June may eventually be worse 
than it is at present. 

The food problem is not 
Britain’s alone; it is the 
world’s. Grim facts are com- 
ing through from the barren 
lands of Europe. 

In HUNGARY the death rate is 
400 per thousand compared with 
45.7 per thousand in Britain. ‘ 

New food cuts in Germany 
mean that most people will be re- 
ceiving 900 calories a day. (The 
British Medical Association's 
minimum figure for workers 18 
2.600 calories a day, and Britain’s 
present ration is 2,850 calories, 
plus unrationed bread.) 

In BERLIN infantile mortality 
rate is four times greater than 
the pre-war figure. 

Two reasons for the critical 
situation in Germany are: 


(1) Transport: 


Shortage of locomotives, of 
wagons, of coal and road trans- 

rt. Destroyed bridges add to 
the difficulties. 

Lack of canal transport is 
another factor adding to the 
problem. 


(2) Apathy: 

Germans were warned as long 

ago as last July that unless they 
helped themselves they would go 
hungry. 
During the war they lived well 
on plundered Europe. They were 
told after the Allied victory that 
they should dig up ornamental 
gardens and start allotments for 
producing food. 

They ignored the advice. Result 
is a lack of home produced food. 


But these facts do not diminish 
the problem. More than 
140,000,000 Europeans will live 
during the next few months on 
less than 2,000 calories a dgy. 


It may be history’s hardest job. 
But unless the nations of the 
world tackle the problem quickly 
and efficiently, order may vanish 
from the greater part of Europe, 
with a resultant wave of anarchy 
and widespread disease.

And-Half Hamlet

Perthous, Franco-Spanish 
Frontier, Saturday. 

HIS hamlet on the _ barren 

slopes of the Pyrenees lies 

half in Spain. half in France, but 

its 400 French and 200 Spanish 

inhabitants are almost blissfully 

unaware of the tension created by 


anything 
implications mean little. 
does worry them is that everyday 
life has been disrupted. 

Women on the French side no 
longer cross the street and buy 
oranges, lemons, olive oil and soap 
in Spanish shops, and the Spanish 
have great difficulty in buying 
French bread. 

Special Spanish police, some 
_armed with Russian sub-machine 
guns, captured ten years ago in 
the civil war, patrol the streets 
with a totalitarian swagger. In 
striking contrast the French are 
not serious. 

Spanish Republican activities 
are not apparent, but rumours are 
that there is a constant stream of 
clandestine traffic across 
lonely mountain fastnesses. 

Most striking contrast is be- 
tween French and Spanish 
civilians. The French walk their 
side of the town freely. The 
Spanish side is deserted. 

When I crossed the frontier 
people peeped at me from behind 
curtains but didn't venture into 
the streets. In the shops people 
were afraid to talk. 

From the French side it is im- 
possible to see any sign of mili- 
tary activity, and the Spanish 
police, security conscious, say 
there are no troops in the area. 


BEVIN GETS BUSY 


R. BEVIN, Foreign Secre- 
tary, returned yesterday 
from a short rest in the 
country, and plunged into the 
papers concerning Spain and 
the Russian refusal to with- 
draw her troops from the 
troubled areas of Persia.

When he 
left her, she said she intended to 
go to her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Percy Runacles, Woodford-rd., 
Ilford. 

The Coroner said Mrs. Eller- 
camp was undoubtedy in a very 
distressed state of mind. At

Get Busy In

AS soon as land is frost-free, all 

hardy vegetables can be sown 
outdoors where they are to 
stand. 

Parsnips and broad beans go in 
first; then early peas, summer 
spinach, onions, cabbage lettuce 
and radishes. 

If you are doubtful about the 
fertility of your soil, rake in a 
little Growmore ” fertiliser, 1 oz. 
to a sq. yd. is sufficient for a start, 
and a second dressing can be 

ven later when the crops are a 
ew inches high. 


Plant tubers of Jerusalem 
artichokes 15 in. apart: they 
make a useful windbreak on the 
north or east end of an allot- 
ment, and store well through 
the winter. 


In sheltered districts, a row or 
two of first early potatoes can be 
risked, but they should be 
sprouted before planting. 

Scatter a layer of compost or a 
little fertiliser in the drills when 
planting. 

Open out the trench where 
runner beans will be sown later in 
the month. Break up the subsoil 
and work in a dressing of well- 
rotted compost or manure and a 
generous dusting of lime along 
the trench will release plant food. 
The trench can remain rough and 
open until you are ready for sow- 
ng.

Stillbirths represented 2.8 per 
cent. of total births, this was .46 
per thousand, and the lowest ever 
recorded. 


A total of 487,916 deaths 
(including non-civilians) gave 
a new low record rate of 11.4, 
or .2 below 1944. 


Stillbirths in 1945 numbered 
19,418 against 21,212 in 1944. 

Figures for the quarter ended 
December 31 last show that live 
births numbered 164,370, a rate of
